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FORWARD 


In 1980, .the British Movement 
organised three separate marches 
of which the basic theme vas our 
demand for equal ‘rights for whites 
in Britain. 

Two of the Жа ДЕ were centred 
on the British Movement organised 
‘National Day. for Freedom' which 
fell on the 18th October. One of 
the marches was scheduled to take 
place in Dewsbury, West Yorkshire 
on the llth October. Its message 
наз: а . 
STOP THE DESTRUCTION OF 

NORTHERN INDUSTRY 

The main purpose of the march 
was to draw public attention to 
the British Government's policy 
of subsidising foreign industry 
including granting loans with а 
absurdly. low interest rate which 
enables foreign competitors to 
undercut British industry thereby 
depriving British workers of their 
jobs, their livelihoods. 

A similar march was organised 
for 19th October. It was scheduled 
to take place in Welling, Kent and 
its theme was: 

МЕ DEMAND EQUAL. RIGHTS 
FOR WHITES 

Its demands included the сеп- 
tral tenets of the Movesent's 
basic requirements: (1) The right 
to draw attention to our cause by 
way of marches free from Left-wing 
intimidation and. violence; an end 
to Government bans to appease Red 
agitators. (2) Communist organis- 
ations, extreme Left-wing groups 
and immigrant organisations, many 
of which are financed by the боу- 
ernment, use public halls. «The 


Movement denands the same rights. 
(3) We demand the right to freely 
debate Government immigration 
policy, and question the notorious 


Race Relations Act, without being 


imprisoned. (4) We demand an end 
to Government aid, trade and its 
general support of countries that 
have been Communised unless such 
aid is based purely оп humanitar- 
ian needs.(5) The Movement demands 
an objective. media that reports 
current affairs free from anti- 
White bias. We demand an end to 
the media's censorship of Race 
riots and its curb: on coverage 
thought to be inimical to coloured 
interests. 


Finally a mass British March 
was to take place in London on 
Sunday, November,23rd. Its theme 
again was to demand equal rights 
for Whites but also to draw public 
attention to the British political 
establishment's final surrender 
to Communist/Coloured interests 
in denying to the British Movement 
basic freedoms such as the hiring 
of public halls for its Congress. 

The policing of this march cost 
ratepayers £200,000 which is a 
guide to the incredible limits 
that the Tory and Labour councils 
will go to deny to their politi- 
cal opponents the rights that they 
hold for themselves. 

Here then is an account of those 
marches and we leave the reader 
to draw their own conclusions and 
decide if Britain. really is the 


epitomy of democracy; fair play 
and justice for all; or whether 
those in power and those who pro- 
tect them are other than shabby 
and immoral dictators skulking be- 
hind a curtain of lies, deceit and 
hypocrisy. 


STOP THE DESTRUCTION OF 
NORTHERN INDUSTRY 
11th October, 1980. 


Dewsbury was selected for 
for this march not only be- 
cause it is positioned in 
the centre of West Yorks 
thereby facilitating easy 
travel but also because the 
town's Asian community had 
weeks earlier marched and 
it was difficult to see how 
this Police Force noteable 
for its abysmal failure to 
make progress in the hunt 
for the Yorkshire Ripper 
could deny the same right 
to march to the British 
Movement's youth. However, 
as we shall see, they did. 

The march as could be expected 
was preceeded by the usual ravings 
of collective Left-wing outrage 
as these upholders of democracy 
urged а ban on the Movement march. 

Again as expected, the Press in 
the area obligingly provided the 
communists and the immigrants with 
a ready-made propaganda wagon and 
in good democratic style quoted in 
full and without question every de- 
mand) and allegation made by the 
British Movement's communist foes 
but the Movement was never asked 
its opinion. It was only the Hove- 


ment's march....as usual, it didn't 
matter. - 

It appeared however that the much 
vaunted British Right to protest 
was to triumph over such treachery 
and double-standards but from all 
accounts, even while the Police 
were giving every assurance that 
the march would proceed as planned, 
the knife was entering the British 
Movement's Баск. ` 

The day of the march arrived and 
the Movement's younger supporters 
began to arrive in town. What was 
to follow was to horrify even those 
well used to double standards in 
Britain today. 

While Police in the town forcibly 
prevent obvious B.M members from 
getting to the starting off point, 
those who had made it in the сов- 
pany of their organisers were told 
by the police that unless their 
numbers reached 60, they would not 
be allowed to march. This was an 
unheard of condition. Such a соп- 
dition had certainly never been 
mentioned at Police meetings with 
the Movement's organisers. When the 
Movement's Leader was to later ask 
the Chief Constable, Ronald Gregory 
if such a condition had ever been 
imposed on a march before, the 
Chief Constable had been unable to 
give an exaaple. 

At the march starting off point 
itself, it was clear that if the 
Police were preventing members and 
supporters from attending, this 
figure of 60 might never be reached 
but one way or another, mostly by 
disguising their overt support for 
the Movement, the numbers swelled 
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a

beyond 60 and as а final act of 
Police betrayal, the officers in 
charge set another limit of 100 Бе- 
fore the march would proceed. By 


now, further reports were coming 
in of members trying to reach the 
starting off point. The B.M's local 
leaders asked for 
escort these young Britons up but 
this was denied.

BUT ASIANS WERE ALLOWED TO MARCH 


If those young Britons had any 
doubts about their place in current 
British society, such doubts were 
dispelled when it was heard that 
on that same day, in this same town 
Asian Left-wingers had earlier 
marched with a Police escort. These 
Asiam marchers numbered about sixty 
coloureds. 

It was purely on account of Asian 
and Left-wing threats of violence 
that Dewsbury was heavily policed 
at tresendous cost to the British 
ratepayers and to add insult to in- 
jury, these Marxists and their 
coloured Red Guards demanded that 
the cost of policing this non-event 
should be charged to the British 
Movement. 

A BRADFORD MEMBER REPORTS 

Kevin Watmough from Bradford said 
"The Police were disgusting. Many 
of our supporters weren't allowed 
near the park where we were to set 
off from. On the way to the railway 
station, one of our lads was рипсһ- 
ed in the face in a surprise attack 
by a red freak. Policemen saw this 
but did nothing yet when we taunted 
Reds with anti-Communist salutes, 
the Police told us to stop or we 
would be arrested for behaviour 


likely to lead to a breach of the 
peace." ain 

POLICE TURN A BLIND EYE TO MARXIST 

VIOLENCE AND INTIMIDATION 

Steve Frost reports that when the 
Movement's members having been 
split into groups by the Police, 
arrived at the station, the place 
was besieged by Marxists and Asians 
and the the Movement's members were 
met with a hail of abuse, threats, 
spitting and missiles. Yet, the 
only people warned about their соп- 
duct WAS US. The Reds were allowed 
to walk up to us and taunt us and 
only when I told the Police the 
obvious, that this could only lead 
to violence, were they removed. 


Alex Baron from Leeds,said: "With 
regard to Press blackouts and lies, 
everything you have said is true 
and I mean, everything. At this 
event, the Left-wing Press turned 
up and grinned at us, shutters on 
cameras. Only when the Police said 
that we couldn't march did they 
peel those shutters off and started 
to take their pictures. And the big 
papers ignored us. Those that could 
not ignore us;The Yorkshire Evening 
Post, Leeds Radio, Telegraph and 
Argus (Bradford) etc, printed lies, 
pure lies. We were there. There was 
lots of support but we were betray- 
ed by the Police. And the cute 
observations by one paper saying 
that in future such marches should 
not be allowed as they wasted tax- 
payers money when they flop - lies 
all lies. I know because I was one 
of those who were there." 

Afterwards, the British Movement 
complained to the Chief Constable 
who rejected the Movement's com- 
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plaint saying that ‘he was satisfied 
that his senior officers acted with 
sound commonsense. 

It's indeed nice to know what 
passes for 'sound commonsense! іп 
the Police Force these days. 

A subsequent letter from the B.M 
Headquarters asking in particular 
how it was that an unscheduled 
march by 60 Asians was allowed to 
proceed whereas the В.М!5 was рге- 
vented from taking place was ig- 
nored. Nor did he explain how it 
was that the Police had got their 
facts wrong regarding the scheduled 
time that the march was to begin 
at. 


NATIONAL DAY FOR FREEDOM MARCH 
WELLING.KENT. 19th OCTOBER 


This march to demand equal rights 
for Whites was organised by the 
Movement's live-wire area organiser 
Nicky Crane and other Kent active 
members. Unfortunately, a localised 
Race Riot in that area resulted in 
Nicky Crane and other activists be- 
ing rounded up and imprisoned by 
the Police. Most were later granted 
bail on the understanding that they 
keep away from political activities 
but on Police request, the cream 
of the B.M crop were denied bail. 

Deprived of local leadership the 
march appeared to be doomed to 
failure and the Police themselves 
implied that accordingly the march 
should be abandoned. 

The Party Leadership refused to 
postpone the march on the grounds 
that the Police were acting towards 
the B.M less fairly than with the 
coloured section of the community 
and arrangements to hold it went 
ahead. 


The size of the march was to give 
the Movement's opponents a great 
deal of concern. Qutside of Move- 
ment circles it had not been ad- 
vertised at all. For reasons that 
have already been covered, огдап- 
isation was poor yet estimates put 
the numbers of marchers at between 
800 and 1,100. It should be further 
pointed out that in essence this 
was a localised march. 

The collective Left-wing had to 
go back and do their sums again for 
National Socialists, long described 
as being a very small lunatic- 
fringe’ group had not only emerged 
as a powerful political influence 
on Britain's White youth but was 
Showing the way to White Revolution 
against betrayal and sell-out of 
White interest-. 

Credit for the success of the 
march was evenly spread but Tracy 
Crane, Nicky Crane's pretty blonde 
wife who in relation to organising 
the march had earned an unjustified 
and untrue jibe by a senior police- 
man, emerged as the heroine of the 
march despite a great deal of venom 
directed at her by those 'Glorious 
soldiers of the October Revolution' 

The march was planned to wind 
through the High Street of the town 
where the townspeople could see 
what the march was about but a tiny 
hanndful of reds numbering no more 
than 30 or 40, who had taken over 
a small meeting place near to the 
шагсһ!5 intended route was the all 
the excuse that the Police needed 
te re-route the 8.M warch up the 
back streets of a housing estate 
where it couldn't be seen. 

The Police said that as they had 
the power to re-route a march but

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not prevent a public meeting, there 
was nothing that they could do to 
avoid this situation. 

Again, this is the normal Police 
ploy to get what they want whilst 
at the same time, shift the ге- 
sponsibility from their shoulders. 
Does anybody think for a moment 
that a similar ploy by the Movement 
would result іп a much larger Left- 
wing march being diverted? of 
course not. 

Again the Press were very much 
in evidence having earlier forecast 
gloom and doom for the poor victims 
of Fascist violence. Eagerly they 
waited for the promised Marxist on- 
slaught against British patriots 
which could afterwards be described 
as British Movement violence. Alas, 
they were to be disappointed for 
the march was good-humoured and 
disciplined and the Marxists having 
a healthy regard for the Movement's 
retaliatory means kept far enough 
away to ensure their safety. As one 
reporter said: "No violence....no 
news." 

Britain's 'non-political' police 
however had yet to put their oar 
in and from all accounts the Left- 
wing can be sure that their pres- 
ence as opponents is no longer 
necessary and the Police can see 
to these matters themselves. 

The march and meeting was peace- 
ful throughout as was the dispersal 
and it was at this point that the 
trouble began and again as is be- 
coming too common, was a direct 
result of the Police getting too 
heavy handed and inflaming the sit- 
uation. 

A member recounts what happened 


during the train journey home: "We 
were shunted onto trains by the 
Police as though we were cattle 

and moved out of the area. During 
the journey some youngsters got out 
of hand but only in a minor way. 
Next thing, about 40 Police with 
dogs and riot sticks stormed on to 
the train and ordered most of the 
passengers off onto the platform. 

I was searched, kicked, punched 
and generally insulted. I was call- 
ed scum and Nazi pig by one of the 
senior officers. When I went to get 
his number I was told to face the 
wall ог 'get nicked'. I didn't play 
into their hands. I swallowed ву 
anger. One young lad got handcuffed 
to a post, and even young girls 
were being searched by women police 
officers. It all led to most of us 
having our bootlaces being taken 
away and made to walk home. Once 
again we have been persecuted, like 
so many times when selling Phoenix 
or just walking down the streets 
wearing our badges. What can one 
do? Can't give up, that's for sure. 
I hope the next march is noticed 
by more people. The fight goes on!" 

If readers are beginning to get 
the idea that the British Police 
force, like the British! Press 
requires applicants to hold extreme 
Left-wing views, his suspicions may 
be confirmed on reading the account 
of the: 


EQUAL RIGHTS FOR WHITES MARCH 
LONDON. 23rd NOVEMBER 


Anticipating Left-wing and Police 
violence, the British Tidings which 
is the Movement's Party Bulletin, 
two articles put the Movement's 


fighters in the picture. Тһе Move- 
ment's legal adviser gave excellent 
advice on what to do when dealing 
with the Police, particularly if 
one is arrested. In the light of 
events that were to follow, the 
article was very timely and without 
doubt prevented the Police from 
doing their worst after making the 
arrests. 

Another article advised older mem- 
bers who weren't as resilient to 
Left-wing and Police violence, to 
stay away from, the march. As a re- 
sult of this the British Movement 
was pleased that the young members 
predominated although special men- 
tion should be made of the older 
people who regardless of the advice 
turned up anyway. 

As оп earlier occasions, the 
youthful marchers formed up they 
were well-behaved and disciplined 
and good humour ran through the 
growing numbers. The Police at this 
time however were already doing all 
in their considerable power to рге- 
vent people from getting to the 
starting off point at the famed 
Marble Arch in London. 

With well over 1,000 B.M members 
formed up, the march was led off 
by the Party Leader, Michael Mc 
Laughlin. At Speakers Corner which 
was fifty-yards from the starting 
off arena, reds were mustered but 
auted, silenced no doubt by the 
numbers in the B.M march, perhaps 
victims of their own propaganda 
that this couldn't happen. Could 
they see Germany, 1920? 

A handful of jeering reds waited 
at the bottom of the Edgeware Road 
but as the British people were less 


inclined to mock or insult the B.M 
march, this handful of red vermin 
had to compensate by running along- 
side the march hurling their lies 
and their insults. 

So long was the march that those 
singing at the front couldn't hear 
those singing at the back and vice 
versa. Often the air was filled 
with a sea of raised arms and the 
Sieg Heil chants and throughout, 
the Reds kept their distance having 
been confined largely to another 
area by a combination of fear and 
Police control. 

Finally, after a mile of marching 
the British Movement marchers were 
channeled into a deserted street 
backing onto a school to hear the 
Party Leader speak and then be dis- 
persed. Overhead, a helicopter was 
being used by the Police to monitor 
events. 

Before the Party Leader took the 
platform, a one-minute silence was 
called in order that 17-year old 
Clive Sharpe, murdered by reds be 
remembered along with so many other 
young men throughout the world who 
have died at the hands of Commun- 
ists. It was a very moving minute 
in which a silence broken only by 
the sound of the Police helicopter, 
gave vent to the feelings of all 
of us who feel as one with the 
living and the dead who have fought 
or still fight Communism and its 
fifth columnists. 


It wasn't possible to conduct a 
lengthy political meeting and the 
address was short but to the point:

MICHAEL MCLAUGHLIN'S ADDRESS 


"If there was anything like 
the democracy that they claim there 
is in this country, I wouldn't be 
speaking to you today from an ореп- 


| air platform in November. I would 
| be speaking to you from one of Lon- 


don's many public halls. 

If I were black, or wearing a 
turban; giving a Black Power salute 
and threatening to engulf this 
nation of ours in flames, I would 
not only have no trouble at all in 


hiring a hail but doubtless, I 
would find Labour and Tory councils 
forming a queue for the privilege 
of paying for it. That is why today 
we demand equal rights for Whites 
with a further demand that this 
vicious, lying, and corrupt British 
Press, gets off our backs once and 
for all. 

I say this with the deepest con- 
viction. I have a lot of contempt 
for the many obnoxious manifestat- 
ions of the Racial, Social and Pol- 
itcal ills that beset our country, 
but the foulest smelling of all is 
the British Black Racist Press that 
applauds every variety of national- 
ism provided that it is neither 
White nor anti-Communist. 

Let us be quite clear about it: 
The British Press is not here to. 
record events impartially as they 
happen. They are here to protect 
this Government and replace it if 
necessary;They are here to convince 
you that giving your country away 
to the foreigner is that nice Brit- 
ish virtue called tolerance; It is 
here to pursuade you that it is 
better to be red than dead... and 
it is here to destroy the reputat- 
ion, assassinate the characters of 
those who expose and oppose it. 
That is why you find yourselves on 
the frontline today. 

With their swear campaigns, they 
hope to destroy our credibility. 
It isn't going to work. The British 
people are beginning to wake up 
to what is going on. The Press 
hate and fear the Movement because 
we're leading the revolt and we are 
ready to demand - and fight if it 
is necessary, for equal rights for 


Whites. 

They are thoroughly frightened 
people. They are so frightened of 
what we have to say, or rather of 
what people might hear, that they 
have to create a curtain of lies 
to justify their actions when they 
deny us the rights and privileges 
which they keep for themselves. 

They are so frightened that they 
have to arrest little pre-teen 
schoolchildren for distributing 
literature critical of the боуегп- 
ment's alien immigrants. 

They haven't ‘even got the back- 
bone to mention this treachery in 
the newspapers available to all ... 
but they brag about such bravery 
in NEW EQUALS, the Government fund- 


ed newspaper aimed at a Black audi- 
ence which they wish to appease. 


They are 50 frightened that they 
arrest teenagers for selling our 
newspaper, The Phoenix. There's no 
law against selling newspapers so 
they charge them with obstruction.. 
how convenient. 

They are so frightened that their 
judiciary gives six-month prison 
sentences for selling The Phoenix. 

In a society so sick that it tol- 
erates an American President giving 
the Black Power Communistic salute, 
they send young men to prison for 
giving the Whiteman's salute. 

Some people ask if in the face 
of all of this, can we win. My 
answer to them can only be, we dare 
not lose. No matter how long it 
takes, no matter what difficulties 
are placed in our way, we have to 


win; our Race and our freedoms . 


stand or fall on the outcome." 


THE PRESS 


British Movement's policy of поп- 
co-operation with the British media 
on account of its blatant Left-wing 
bias had to take second place at 
an important event such as this and 
what amounted to an impromptu press 
conference was held at Marble Arch 
before the march started. Surrounded 
by some 50 or so newsmen;television 
teams and radio crews, the Party 
Leader answered questions, insulted 
Press distorters and parried the 
usual biased inferences. In the 
background for much of the time was 
а news team from the Tass News 
Agency and one couldn't be sure if 
they were there to record events 
or to see that Britain's men of the 
media carried out instructions as 
required by the geriatric pschyo- 
paths in the Kremlin. 

The result was national publicity 
albeit extremely biased against the 
British Movement. Every single nat- 
ional newspaper carried reports as 
did radio stations and t.v. outlets 
and most provincial newspapers. 

It seems to be a rule of the 
thumb that the numbers taking part 
in anti-Communist marches аге halv- 
ed whilst Left-wing marches are 
doubled. If one remembers this, an 
accurate figure can be arrived at. 
The BBC gave the figure attending 


the Movement march as 400. Another ` 


newspaper put the figure at 600 on 
one page ... and 1,500 on another. 
Tt would be unnecessarily long 
to pick through the Press bias and 
wake fun of their distortions but 
the BBC is always worth a mention 
even if only because it seems to 
set an example for the rest of the 
lying sycophants on Fleet Street. 


At Marble. Arch, it televised а 
ten-minute interview with the Party 
leader .... yet on the 20-25 minute 
programme on the march featured 
the next night on the Newsnight 
programme, less than one-minute was 
granted to the Movement's leader 
but over five minutes was given to 
Jacob Gerwitz, prominent member of 
the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews. 

Perhaps one day when they hold 
a march, the В.М will be granted 
an interview to state its case 
against Jews and Communists? And 
pigs might fly! 

In the same programme, the BBC 
said that the Party Leader's speech 
was inaudible because the вісго- 
phone kept breakling down. Those 
present knew that this was simply 
untrue but anyway, even if it was 
true, the BBC seems to have got 
itself into a pretty pickle if it 
can record only those speakers who 
have microphones working. Another 
look through the. Party Leader's 
speech might give a clue as to why 
the BBC found the speech inaudible. 


THE POLICE 


As at previous marches, the соп- 
duct of the B.M march was exemplary 
and nowhere during its formation, 
throughout the actual march or the 
meeting had there been а single 
incident of bad behaviour. At the 
close of the meeting, the members 
were thanked for their support 
throughout the year, and for their 
Support at the march. Then, they 
were dispersed. What was to follow 
was a disgrace and a calamity which 
was in its entirety the fault of 
a Police Force which was clearly 
seen to be corrupt, vicious and

A MIDLANDS MEMBER WRITES 


"А coach filled with Birmingham 
and Worcester members went to the 
march. Paul Greaves а non-merber 
was arrested for 'breach of the 
peace' even though he had honestly 
done no wrong. The Police also got 
ву Union Jack and flag pole off him 
which he was carrying for me. I'm 
still trying to get it back. They 
took the top of ay flag pole from 
me and when I asked for it back, 


they told me to Р... off. They also. 


took Dave McQuay's flag and tried 
to break it. This failed so they 
threw it over a wall. 

The Police treatment was 
worst that I have ever seen. They 
pushed, kicked and hit members,even 
young girls of fourteen. It made 
me sick but what can you do? 

They pushed us all down a side 
street and lined us up. One of the 
Policemen on a horse, pointed at 
a young member and said: ""You're 
just F...... scum. If you do so 
much as blink, I'll nick you just 
for being here." 

A Jewish looking Policeman was 
heard shouting to his brave bobbies 
telling them to: "Get stuck into 
the Nazi bastards." 

Another policeman had to stop 
beating up a young lad because a 
film crew was getting close and yet 
another who was quite berserk had 


the 
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to stop because һе наз hitting 
other policesen тоге tines than he 
was hitting our members. І һауе 
been on many marches as I was once 
in the М.Ғ but never have I seen 
Policemen behave this way. 

I was heading for the gents lava- 
tory on Baker Street tube station 
when а policeman said: "If you 
don't get up them stairs and out 
of the station now, I'll have you 
up in court for waiting outside a 
gents toilet."

Тһе march itself was well attend- 
ed even though the Police sent us 
in several directions to avoid us 
reaching the march; obviously hop- 
ing that we would give up trying 


and go home; some hope! Having had 
some experience estimating crowds 
in Northern Ireland, I would put 
our turnout at 2,000 - 3,000. 

Up to this stage fine, but what 
happened then? We were told to dis- 
perse peacefully and we wanted to 
do so: the police either did not 
напі us to or their officers had 
lost control. We were being sent 
both ways and at the same time pre- 
vented from going either way. There 
were several arrests for no clear 
reason. They allowed us to start 
moving and then by Westway they 
stopped and started harrassing us 
again. I heard an officer ordering 
the horses to break the crowd up. 
They were deliberately trying to 
provoke us. At this time, I assumed 
control of some of our area's mem- 
bers. Some groups of younger people 
were bewildered and perhaps fright- 
ened. One section of the crowd and 


our group меге forced down ап alley 
but the police didn't seem to know 
what to do then. They tried to 


throw us against the wall, normal 
practice but they realised that it 
couldn't be done with a thousand 
people. They let us leave in single 
file then, in line the the stupid- 


ity apparently rampant that day, 
they made us bunch up just around 
the corner. I took our group to a 
safe house for 15 minutes till 
things died down and then we moved 
quickly and quietly to Charing 
Cross where we disbanded.

Why were we not allowed 
to disperse peacefully, as we want- 
ed? ... and just what do they think 
is going to happen to them if the 
Left come to power? 

Finally I think it showed remark- 
able foresight by the Party's Lead- 
er in excusing the older members 
from attending. It turned out a 
very wise move and has undoubtedly 
saved many injuries. 


ANOTHER VIEW 

І am writing to inform you of the 
disgraceful way we were treated 
following Sunday's march. 

After it had ended we were herded 
and pushed into an alley by police 
on horses and foot and while we 
were being shoved by them, they 
were saying things like: "F....... 
Магі shit get over there." 

We were all crushed against each 
other by a wall and then we were 
let out twenty or so at a time and 
sent in different нау. This was 
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the killer. We were separated from 
friends and then split up again in 
small groups. Communist thugs were 
waiting along with blacks armed 
with knives and other weapons. 

I saw a young lad aged about 13 
staggering back crying and being 
helped by friends after being stab- 
bed in the back of the neck and 
back. It made me feel sick. 

The police played right into the 
hands of the Communists and blacks. 
While we were split up there were 
gangs of blacks and Communists 
roaming free, tooled up. 

The sight of that small lad, 
stabbed with blood pouring out of 
his wounds was a bloody example of 
how pathetic police organisation 
favoured those who we were marching 
against.

І ан writing to say that, the 
deplorable behaviour of the police 
notwithstanding, I consider the 
Sunday march and meeting to have 
been a great success. 

The fact that members were supp- 
osed to march up the Edgware Road 
and then 'magically' disperse home 
afterwards was bound to lead to 


trouble. The police

the Movement with mounted police 
wielding truncheons (shades af the 
Peterloo massacre!) 

The police were also, to say the 
least, unwise to ‘escort’ a large 
group of members towards Paddington 
Station, along a road in which the 
reds were rimning up and down on 
either side just waiting for B.M 
members to turn up?

FROM A YOUNG LADY MEMBER OF THE

After the march, we were told to 

disperse. As there was only way in 

which we could move anyway,it ended 

up looking like a scene from a 

Wild West round-up. But it wasn't 

a film, and we were literally hav- 
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ing to pick the smaller kids up 
from the floor where they were һе- 
ing trampled on. This was happening 
on the road that WE were supposed 
to be blocking! The only people 
blocking the road were police on 
horses and on foot one of which 
slammed ве full belt into the top 
of ау leg because I stopped to pick 
up a young lad. 

If they aimed to try and put us 
off marching, or in fact existing, 
they're going about it in the tot- 
ally wrong way. All it does is make 
us even more determined to carry 
on the fight, only knowing that 
each time we're going to fighter 
harder. We can't depend on laws and 
Race Acts to defend us Whites. It's 
all in our own hands.

The police split a small group 
of us up from the rest after the 
march and herded us towards waiting 
groups of reds and blacks who were 
armed. Some of the younger kids 
were really frightened, not knowing 
whether to take their chances with 
the police or go ahead into t5he 
red mob. In the scuffles that re- 
sulted, some of ours were stabbed 
and I saw one young lad on the 
floor, bleeding from stab wounds 
and I can quite safely say that the 
police openly collaborated with the 
reds and the coloureds. Are they 
proud of themselves? 


PLOT BY HERTS POLICE TO PREVENT 
COACH GETTING TO MARCH 
Movement members and supporters 
in Watford, Herts had hired a coach 


to take them to the march. The 
coach set off with 58 men aboard 
and а few youngsters. The coach 
hadn't gone 200 yards when a police 


patrol car screamed to a halt in ! 


At the same time, a 
coach filled with police and their 
dogs pulled in behind the coach 
carrying the members. 

Forcing their way onto the coach, 
the police lined up along each seat 
an an inspector informed the pass- 
engers that they were being detain- 
ed under the 'Terrorist Асі! as it 
was believed that they had guns in 
their possession. 

The members, escorted by police- 
men and dogs were taken to the 
police station and questioned. 

Tony Mailski, the Movement's 
Organiser said: "It soon became 
clear that their sole intention was 
to delay us; to prevent us getting 
to the march. They kept looking at 
their watches. I said as much to 
one of the detectives and asked him 
when this cosy little arrangement 
had been planned. He told me that 
he'd known about it two days before 
and when Топу Wailski asked оп 
whose orders, the detective smiled 
and pointed his finger upwards. In 
other words, Tony said. Orders from 
above."
